GENERAL  REVIEW 


Programs  of  the  Society  are  administrative,  merchandise  and 
magazine,  museum  and  galleries  and  historical  library. 

Most  apparent  service  of  the  Society  is  through  its  museum  and 
galleries  division  and  accompanying  art  and  historical  displays  designed 
to  educate  and  inform  approximately  115,000  visitors  annually  on  the 
history,  tradition  and  artists  of  Montana.  This  is  an  educational  function 
for  thousands  of  citizens  and  their  children.  Also  attracted  are  many 
out-of-state  visitors. 

The  historical  library,  which  has  one  of  the  most  complete  col¬ 
lections  among  Western  state  historical  societies,  provides  a  source  of 
original  materials  for  writers,  historians,  news  media,  graduate  and  under¬ 
graduate  students  in  the  University  system  and  other  universities,  and  for 
citizens  seeking  information.  The  library  provides  services  and  facilities 
for  many  state  agencies,  as  well. 

Merchandising  of  historical  books,  art  prints,  limited  bronze 
castings  and  other  items  provides  the  Society  with  an  important  source  of 
revenue  to  further  its  programs. 

Major  item  in  the  Society's  publication  program  is  its  historical 
quarterly,  MONTANA,  The  Magazine  of  Western  History.  It  has  the  largest 
circulation  of  any  society  publication  in  the  United  States.

The  1969  Legislative  Session,  in  Section  82-3208,  R.C.M.,  1947, 
designated  the  Montana  Historical  Society  as  the  State  Archives,  also 
providing  for  appointment  of  a  State  Archivist  by  the  Society  Director.

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


In  general,  the  Society  enhanced  and  accelerated  its  program 


as  outlined  under  its  principal  goals. 


DETAILED  REVIEW 


Museum  and  gallery  displays  were  revised  and  updated.  However,  the 
most  important  project  was  the  creation  of  the  Territory  Junction  display  on 

the  Society's  ground  floor  -  a  display  that  was  not  completed  until  the 

following  fiscal  year. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  step  of  the  year  was  the  beginning  of 
construction  of  a  new  wing  to  the  Society's  building  to  provide  a  total  of 
24,000  square  feet  of  additional  space,  plus  remodeling  of  existing  space 
and  addition  of  a  parking  lot  with  a  new  rear  entrance.  In  addition  to  a 
legislative  appropriation,  $40,000  in  private  funds  were  pledged  for  the  new 
wing  as  the  result  of  efforts  by  the  Board  and  staff. 

The  Society,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Legislative  Council, 
sponsored  legislation  designating  the  Society  as  the  state  archival  agency. 

Major  art  and  library  acquisitions  were  made.  These  included  two 
new  pieces  of  Russell  art. 

In  keeping  with  increased  value  of  art  and  other  treasures  in  the 
building,  security  measures  were  improved. 

The  Society  initiated,  on  an  experimental  basis,  field  work  for 
oral  interviews  of  older  residents,  as  well  as  circulation  of  a  museum  display 
to  schools  and  other  institutions. 

The  Society  adopted  plans  for  a  new  type  of  budget,  in  co-operation 
with  the  budget  director,  in  which  the  Society  takes  more  responsibility  for 
self-support  through  its  self-generated  funds. 

To  update  and  improve  its  accounting  and  general  business  systems, 
the  Society  authorized  a  second  independent  audit.  This  was  completed. 

As  another  step  in  extension  of  education  in  museology,  plans  were 
made  for  the  first  statewide  workshop  of  local  museum  people,  and  this 
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brought  an  attendance  of  more  than  40. 

MONTANA,  The  Magazine  of  Western  History,  the  Society's  quarterly, 
continued  to  increase  in  circulation.  The  magazine  was  given  honors,  with 
a  first  place  award  from  the  National  Federation  of  Press  Women,  for  a 
magazine  edited  by  a  woman.
